The Essex County Park Commission presents here- 
with its sixteenth annual report. 

On January 3lst last Mr. Frederick M. Shepard, 
who had served the Commission since the establish- 
ment of the permanent Commission in 1895, who had 
been Vice-President from 1895 until 1906, and there- 
after President, tendered his resignation to the Chief 
Justice. His colleagues regretted greatly that he felt 
called upon to take this step, as his long association 
with the work, and deep interest therein had made his 
services of especial value. The following rsolutions 
were passed by the Board as an expression of its ap- 
preciation of Mr. Shepard’s services, and its sorrow 
at losing them :— 

“Whereas, Mr. Frederick M. Shepard has sent to 
the Chief Justice his resignation as a member of the 
Park Commission, and has resigned, also, as President 
of the Board, and 

“Whereas, Mr. Shepard’s services to the County since 
the inception of the Park movement have been most 
valuable, and his interest in and devotion to the work 
have been constant for the past sixteen years, and 

“Whereas, his colleagues united in urging Mr. 
Shepard to withdraw his resignation but without 
success.. 
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“Therefore be it Resolved: That the Board accepts 
the resignation of Mr. Shepard as President with 
great regret, and assures him, not only of its apprecia- 
tion of the value of his services to the County, but also 
of the high personal esteem in which he is held by his 
colleagues and their sorrow at the severance of the 
intimate associations which have existed so long. 


“Resolved Further: That the Secretary be directed 
to send to Mr. Shepard an engrossed copy of these 
resolutions and assure him of the best wishes of his 
associates for the future.” 

Camillus G. Kidder, Esq., of Orange was appointed 
to succeed Mr. Shepard. Mr. Murphy succeeded him 
as President of the Board, and Mr. Sinclair was elected 
Vice-President. 


The Legislature of 1911 authorized the issuance of 
additional park bonds to the amount of $285,000. 
$100,000 of this amount was for the purpose of secur- 
ing a park for Glen Ridge, $100,000 for a park in 
Belleville, $60,000 to supplement the appropriation 
heretofore made for Nutley and $25,000 for an exten- 
sion to Watsessing Park. The Park Commission has 
as yet taken no action on the Glen Ridge or Belleville 
appropriations. 


No new construction work has been done at either 
Branch Brook or Eastside Parks. These parks are 
used by ever increasing numbers of people who enjoy 
the many opportunities they offer for open air sport 
and enjoyment. At Branch Brook Park the Board of 
Education of the City of Newark held the annual field 
day exercises of its playground department on August 
22nd, and here on August 28th, the annual field day 
exercises of the Park playgrounds were held. These 
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exhibitions are participated in or attended by thous- 
ands of children who have used the various play- 
grounds during the summer, and by many of their 
parents and older friends as well. 


At Branch Brook Lake the canoeists held their 
regatta, and both the park and the city police their 
swimming contests. 


In the greenhouse in the Northern Division the 
annual fall exhibition of Chrysanthemums and Be- 
gonias took place, and the great crowds in attendance 
proved its popularity. 

The use of the playfields, tennis courts and running 
track shows a large and continued increase. 


At Westside Park forty Welsbach naphtha lamps 
were placed along the walks, as the constantly increas- 
ing use of the park on summer evenings made some 
lighting essential. Serious difficulty had been ex- 
perienced at this park in keeping the water in the lake 
at a proper level. A portion of the land formed part 
of what was known as Magnolia Swamp and water 
disappeared by percolation into the unusually porous 
soil. Last summer sheet piling was driven at the 
southeast corner of the lake, since which time much 
less difficulty has been experienced. The Commission 
has decided to drive a well at a point near the lake 
to provide a supply of water for it and the wading pool. 
This will make unnecessary the purchase of water from 
the City of Newark as has been done heretofore. 

The popularity of park playgrounds has been further 
demonstrated at Orange Park where the increase in 
the number of children using the gymastic apparatus 
has led the Board to add considerably to the facilities 
there; and also to lay out a small field on which the 
younger boys can play games. 
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The purchase of property at Watsessing Park has 
been practically completed and includes a strip of 
ground on the west side of the brook, mentioned in 
the last report, which carries the park out to Franklin 
Avenue, gives the Commission the complete control 
of the brook, and places within the park limits a finely 
wooded knoll, which adds greatly to its beauty. Plans 
for the grading and draining of this tract are being 
prepared and the work will be begun during the com- 
ing season. It should be noted, however, that the 
Board has not sufficient funds to complete the i1m- 
provement. 


_ Irvington Park is another case where the funds were 
insufficient for acquirement and development. About 
two-thirds of the park is finished and is used by a 
constantly increasing number of people. The balance 
of the land is unimproved because of the smallness 
of the Legislative appropriation. These instances il- 
lustrate the necessity of carefully estimating the needs 
of a contemplated addition to the park system before 
an appeal for funds is made to the Legislature. In 
many cases the Park Commission is not consulted and 
the Board is not informed in the matter until the law 
is passed. It then becomes necessary to proceed with- 
out the full amount required, or to decline to under- 
take an improvement which may have great merit, 
which the people desire and the Legislature has ap- 
proved. In order that the incomplete portions of 
the system may be made useable, without further 
large bond issues the Park Commission had a bill 
prepared which will permit the Freeholders, in their 
discretion, to include in the annual tax levy any sum 
up to $100,000 to be turned over to the Commission to 
be used in this manner. 
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Weequahic Park is another example of an ap- 
propriation too small to accomplish the purpose for 
which it was intended. Some years ago the Legisla- 
ture appropriated $200,000 for the acquirement and 
development of land between the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road and Elizabeth Avenue. It was very necessary to 
secure the property in order to protect the park from 
the erection of factories and other unsightly structures 
on land adjoining it. After the purchases were made, 
however, little money remained for improvement, and 
a large area of swamp land east of the railroad is still 
unfilled. This is unfortunate as it deprives the people 
of the use of a portion of a park which is now very 
popular, and the improved part of which is sometimes 
overcrowded. The grading of the roadway, walk and 
bridle path in the addition to this park was finished 
last season. It involved the moving of 65,510 cubic 
yards of material at the rate of 29 cents per cubic yard, 
or a total of $18,417.90. The Board is without funds 
to pave the roads, walk and bridle path. It will, how- 
ever, proceed with the drainage, topsoiling and seeding 
of the slopes and put them in the best condition pos- 
sible with the money on hand. The flock of sheep 
which were placed in this park in 1910 has proved of 
great interest to the visitors and they have increased 
from 20 to 57. An octagonal sheep shelter enclosed 
with a dog proof fence has been constructed to prop- 
erly house them. It cost $544.26. The water fowl 
continue a great source of pleasure, especially to the 
children. The Board has, however, been annoyed at 
the many thefts of eggs, which has greatly lessened 
the increase which should come yearly. Such conduct 
is vandalism of the worst kind. The eggs are gener- 
ally of no use as food and when taken from the nests 
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become so chilled that they cannot hatch. The officers 
in charge have received special orders to arrest all who 
are caught in this petty thievery and the Board will 
endeavor to have them dealt with as severely as is con- 
sistent with justice. Last summer a setting of the 
eggs of a black swan was stolen only three days be- 
fore they would have hatched. 


The destruction—by the diaporthe parisitica—of 
the chestnut trees, which were very numerous in the 
park and of great beauty, seriously affected the other 
trees. The removal of so many in so short a time 
allowed so much more light and sunshine to reach 
those that remained that the ground around became 
too dry and the trees themselves began to suffer. 
The Board secured the services of Mr. Alfred Gaskill, 
the State Forester, and Mr. W. A. Murrill, Assistant 
Director New York Botanical Garden who care- 
fully went over the situation and recommended 
measures to relieve it. At their suggestion numbers of 
smaller trees, both deciduous and coniferous, were 
planted about the roots of the larger ones. The idea in 
this was to keep the ground shaded and thus retain 
some of the natural moisture by softening the strong 
sunlight. It was thought, also, that as these young 
trees grow they will protect their larger neighbors 
from too much light and gradually re-construct the 
shaded copses and forest shadows which the chestnut 
pest so suddenly and completely destroyed. The trees 
were also extra fertilized, and the surrounding earth 
enriched. It is hoped in this way to prevent the 
chestnut pest, the worst destroyer of the forest ever 
known, from killing the other older trees as well as 
the chestnuts. The playfields in the park are con- 
stantly crowded and it is hoped that funds may be 
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forthcoming to increase their number in the now 
unfinished addition. Boating and canoeing are also 
very popular and the lake furnishes good sport for the 
fisherman. Through the courtesy of the State Fish 
and Game Commission it is stocked every year with 
large mouthed bass and perch. It is a great satis- 
faction to be able to say that in spite of the very 
large use of the park lakes another year has passed 
without a drowning accident. Numbers of people have 
fallen overboard or from the banks, but all have been 
rescued. In two instances a park police officer risked 
his life in a successful effort to save a drowning person. 
In one case a young woman endeavored to commit 
suicide by jumping into the lake at Branch Brook 
Park and tried to fight off her rescuer; in the other 
case a boy was saved.after he had gone down for the 
third time. He was unconscious and the officer had 
to administer first aid treatment after taking him from 
the water. These men were awarded the star of 
honor, which is a small gold star worn on the sleeve 
of the uniform and is given only to those who save 
the life of another at the risk of their own. Four mem- 
bers of the park police have won this distinction. The 
police are instructed every year in swimming and in 
First Aid to the Injured and resuscitation of the drown- 
ing, and none but expert swimmers are appointed. 
It is due perhaps to these regulations that aquatic 
sports have been so safe. 


The new Park at Montclair, near the Maple Avenue 
School, which will hereafter be known as Glenfield 
Park, is being rapidly improved and should be ready 
for use during the coming summer. The general plan 
was given in the last report, pages 15 and 16. Last 
spring construction work was started and pushed 
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vigorously. A field house has been built for the ac- 
commodation of those using the athletic fields and the 
base ball and tennis grounds. It is 110 feet by 42 feet 
of cement block construction with stucco finish and a 
roof of red tile. It is provided with shower baths, 
lockers and other necessary adjuncts of an athletic 
nature. A shelter for the smaller children has also 
been erected of the same construction. It contains a 
covered sand court. On the completion of this park 
playground apparatus will be installed and instructors 
stationed there to guide and assist the children. As 
noted in the last report, a large portion of this park 
was given to the County by the Town of Montclair. 


The Commission, during the past year, determined 
upon the location of a park in Nutley, for which im- 
provement $40,000 was appropriated by the Legisla- 
ture of 1909, and $60,000 by the Legislature of 1911. 
The location is between Passaic Avenue, Elm Street, 
Chestnut Street and Centre Street. It is near the 
centre of the town and includes not only considerable 
upland on Passaic Avenue, but also the lowlands on 
both sides of the Yanticaw River, from which it takes 
its name—Yanticaw Park. One parcel of land has 
been purchased, a tract of about nineteen acres, for 
$39,242.50. The Board hopes to complete the acquire- 
ment and begin the construction during the coming 
year. 


Riverbank Park has been completed and this year 
will be opened to the use and enjoyment of the people. 
It is situated in one of the most congested sections of 
the City of Newark and is greatly needed as a play- 
ground and breathing space for the surrounding tene- 
ment house district. The park has been improved 
along playground lines with sand courts and play- 
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fields and a field house with the usual athletic ac- 
commodations. A full equipment of playground ap- 
paratus has been installed and competent instructors 
placed in charge. 


At Eagle Rock Reservation the roadway along the 
crest of the mountain from Gates Avenue entrance to 
the Eyrie Way has been finished. It is 24 feet wide 
by 1,200 feet long. The pavement is of bituminous 
macadam. The total cost of the work was $4,416.60. 
It is proposed to extend the same type of roadway 
south to Eagle Rock Avenue, thereby affording an 
excellent driveway up the mountain from Undercliff 
Road, Montclair, and south by way of Prospect Avenue 
and Northfield Road to South Mountain Reservation. 
The Casino mentioned in the last report has been com- 
pleted and arrangements have been made to lease the 
refreshment privileges to an experienced person. It 
is hoped by maintaining this building at a high stand- 
ard of excellence that thousands of people may enjoy 
its advantages, and also the magnificent view from 
its piazzas and balconies. It is handsomely appointed 
and is situated on the edge of the Cliff, from which 
an exceedingly fine view can be had of almost the 
entire Metropolitan District surrounding New York. 
The Board believes that a place of this character, in 
this situation, and run as it will be, will commend itself 
to the public. 


The dry weather of last summer, following droughts 
in the three preceding seasons, was exceedingly severe 
on the trees and on the water supply Wells that had 
always given a yield abundant to supply all demands of 
the reservations became entirely dry. The situation 
finally became so serious that the Board determined 
to place a driven well at South Mountain Reserva-

tion. An eight inch well was accordingly sunk, located 
east of the administration buildings. It was sunk to 
a depth of 300 feet and upon test showed a yield of 
100 gallons per minute. The water supply problem 
was therefore solved, but it was impossible to water 
the trees throughout the reservations—nearly 2,500 
acres. Many suffered severely and numbers died. 
This added to the disappearance of the chestnut be- 
fore the attacks of the diaporthe parisitica has thinned 
the woodland more than was desirable. The Board, 
however, two years ago established a nursery of ever- 
green trees to which it has added the deciduous ones 
as well. It will be possible, therefore, to set out several 
thousand small trees next spring, and to continue 
these transplantations annually. Although some of 
them will not survive, as they are taken from the 
nursery where they can be watered to places through- 
out the reservation where that is impossible, many of 
them will grow as they are young and hardy. In this 
way it is thought the loss of trees may be counteracted 
and the forest protected and preserved. The nursery 
is stocked with small seedlings costing a few cents 
apiece, and by annual additions, there are each year 
a quantity of trees ready to set out. 


The Board has continued its policy of setting out at 
South Mountain several hundred Rhododendron 
Maxima in order to reintroduce this beautiful shrub, 
once native to the Orange Mountain, but entirely 
extinct when the Commission acquired the land, by 
reason of forest fires and wanton destruction by the 
vandal. The mountain laurel and wild azalea have 
greatly increased because of the enforcement of the 
ordinance forbidding visitors to pick or transplant 
them. The same is true of the native wild flowers. 
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The reservation, therefore, presents an unusually at- 
tractive appearance during May and June. The deer 
have greatly increased in this reservation, and the Fish 
and Game Commission has presented to the County 
several pheasants and partridges, which have been re- 
leased in the woods, making a most attractive addition 
to the wild life there. 


It is a pleasure to announce that after many years 
of waiting for the concurrent action of the municipali- 
ties, through which it runs, the improvement of Park 
Avenue has at last begun. It was essential to wait 
until all necessary pipes, conduits and house con- 
nections had been put in before laying the pavement, 
in order that it might not be necessary to tear it up 
whenever such improvements might be thought de- 
sirable. The City of Newark having finished this 
preliminary work, a bituminous macadam pavement 
was laid between Bloomfield Avenue and the City 
line for a distance of 4,520 feet. A parking strip, eight 
feet wide, was laid out through the centre of the 
avenue. The total cost of the improvement was 
$28,974.64. The cities of Orange and East Orange 
have notified the Commission that arrangements have 
also been made to put in the connections in those 
municipalities, and as soon as they are completed the 
pavement will be continued to the West Orange line. 
It is hoped that this fine boulevard will eventually be 
put in such condition that the people may be able to 
thoroughly enjoy it, and that it may be and remain a 
creditable addition to the park system and a splendid 
connecting avenue between Branch Brook Park ana 
the Orange Mountain. 


During the last year the statue of Lincoln, alluded 
to in the last report, has been placed in the East 
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Orange Parkway. It was secured through the gen- 
erosity of citizens of East Orange, and is a great adorn- 
ment to the parkway. It is of heroic size and repre- 
sents the Great Emancipator standing with a military 
cloak thrown loosely over his shoulders. The sculptor 
is Mr. Frank Edwin Elwell.
